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CLC Controls 
Lilted In 
Food Industry

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Cost of Living Council (CLC) 
has ended 2‘A years of wage 
and price regulation in the food 
industry, but government and 
industry 
spokesmen 
say 
the 
action won’t, affect supermarket 
prices. 


The council Monday removed 
wage-price 
controls 
from 
2.5 
million 
workers 
and 
330,000 
firms 
in 
the 
food 
industry 
nationwide. 
The 
action 
allows 
f o o d 
wholesalers 
and 
retailers 
to 
boost 
prices 
in 
order 
to 
increase their profit margins. 
Under the controls they could 
raise prices only to -pass along 
increases in costs. 
The control would have been 
lifted soon anyway. The CLC 
and the remaining wage-price 
control program —now cover­ 
ing only steel and copper —go 
out of imsines .April 30, unless 
Congress intervenes with last- 
minute legislation to control a 
few inflation-prone industries. 


Lifting the food controls will 
have 
“ almost no 
effect” 
on 
consumer food prices, Clarence 
G. 
Ada my, 
president of the 
National Association of Food 
Chains, told UPI. 


A government c c o n o m I s t 
agreed. “ I don’t think it will 
produce 
any upward pressure 
on retail prices,” said Dawson 
Ahalt, an economic adviser to 
Agriculture Secretary Earl. L. 
Bute. 
Aha'lt said, he does not expect 
any unreasonable increase in 
fod 
industry 
profit 
margins. 
“That 
industry’s 
a 
pretty 
competitive thing. If someone 
jacks 
up his 
prices, 
his 
competitors will take advantage 
of it and bring prices down,” he 
said. 
CLC Director John T. Dunlop 
said 
competition 
within 
the 
industry and voluntary compli­ 
ance 
with the .government's 
economic stabilization program 
“provide reasonable assurances 
that decontrol will not result in 
inordinate rises in food prices 
in the months ahead a tributa ble 
to food, retailing' and wholesa­ 
ling. 
Even 
under 
the 
controls, 
retail 
food prices have been 
free to rise and fall with farm 
costs. Retail food ceilings were 
dropped after a brief trial last 
year. Average retail food prices 
went up sharply in January and 
February this year, but prices 
for 
a 
number 
of 
foods 
— 
especially 
m eats 
—have 
de­ 
clined in recent weeks. 
The CLC cited a willingness 
of labor and management to 
work for improved 
collective 
bargaining 
as 
a 
reason 
for 
taking 
of 
the 
food 
controls 
before April 30.

A total of 17 persons w e r e 
charged but only 15 were a r­ 
rested One elderly woman de­ 
fendant was ill and another per­ 
son named in the warrants had 
not been located by late after­ 
noon.

Judge Emmert 
Dies Sunday 
At Shelbyville 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind. (UPI) - 
Services will be Wednesday for 
Jam es 
A. 
Emmert, 
78. 
who 
launched his law career here 
more than half a century ago 
and rose to become an Indiana 
Supreme Court justice and state 
attorney general. 
Em m ert died Sunday in W. S. 
Major Hospital following a brief 
illness. 
The funeral will be at Ewing 
Mortuary here at 2 p.m., with 
burial following in Forest Hill 
Cemetery. 
Em m ert was born in Franklin 
County and educated at North­ 
western 
and 
Harvard 
before 
launching 
his 
law 
career in 
Shelbyville in 1923. Only three 
years later, he was elected may­ 
or of Shelbyville, serving o n e 
term and later being elected 
judge of Shelby Circuit Court, 
in which capacity he served for 
12 years. 
After the 1930s when Demo­ 
crats dominated most State house 
offices in the Now Deal years 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt as pre­ 
sident, 
Em m ert 
was 
elected 
twice as Indiana attorney gen­ 
eral. Then he ran for the Indi­ 
ana Supreme Court and served 
on that body for 12 years. 
In his Statehouse years, Em ­ 
mert exerted a sometimes pow­ 
erful influence on GOP state 
politics. He never sidestepped a 
political battle or an opportunity 
to be outspoken on an issue for 
lack of courage. 
Aftqr 
retiring from 
politics 
and office holding, Em m ert re­ 
turned to Shelbyville and formed 
a law partnership with James 
M. Robinson.. 
Emmert made Shelbyville his 
home through 
his 
Statehouse 
years. 
But 
he didn't always 
commute. He often slept in his 
judicial chambers on a couch, 
and early arrivals at the capitel 
building 
sometimes 
caught 
a 
glimpse of him walking along an 
upper floor hallways in his bath­ 
robe. 
Em m ert was survived by his 
widow', two daughters and a son.

Kidnaped. 
10 
weeks ago by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army, Miss Hearst, 
in 
a 
tape-recorded 
message, 
renounced her parents and her 
former life 13 days ago and 
said she was joining forces with 
her captors. She said she had 
changed her name to “Tania.” 
A 
w arrant was 
issued 
for 
Miss Hearst, granddaughter of 
famed newspaper founder Wil­ 
liam 
Randolph 
Hearst, 
as a 
m aterial witness in the rob­ 
bery. 
“ She may have been acting 
under 
duress 
and 
coercion,” 
said 
FBI 
special 
agent 
in 
charge., Charles W. Bates, in 
explaining why she was sought 
as a m aterial witness instead of 
a 
participant. 
Three 
other 
women were named as 
sus­ 
pects, and police said five men 
apparently also were involved 
—four of them waiting outside 
in two getaway cars. 
She May be Charged Too

The 
robbery 
took 
place 
shortly after the 9 a.m. opening 
of a Hibernia Bank branch in 
San Francisco's oceanside Sun­ 
set District. The four women — 
all young and white, wearing 
dark coats and “ waffle-stom- 
per” type boots and carrying 
semi-automatic rifles —and a 
man 
entered 
the 
bank with 
militarylike precision, 
scooped 
$10.690 from cash drawers after 
ordering patrons and employes 
to lie on the floor, then fled 
through the front door, firing at 
passers by. 
Two 
men 
were 
seriously 
wounded, but both were report­ 
ed in satisfactory condition at a 
hospital. 
They 
were 
Peter 
Markoff, 59, 
who operates 
a 
nearby liquor store, and Eu­ 
gene 
Brennan, 70, 
who lives 
near the scene. 
A hidden cam era in the bank 
took 
several dram atic photo­ 
graphs 
of 
the 
gun-wield ing 
robbers, including one showing 
the woman identified as 
P a­ 
tricia carrying a gun but with 
another of the robbers appear­ 
ing to be holding a gun on her.

THE AMNESTY ISSUE 
Direct United States involvement in 
Vietnam has been over for more than a year 
and there are increasing calls for some sort of 
blanket amnesty for those who fled the 
country or deserted the ranks to escape duty 
in the Vietnam conflict. 
Recently, hearings were held by a 
subcommittee of the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee on the issue, probably to test public 
reaction. 
The arguments advanced for amnesty are 
that amnesty was granted in other wars, that 
forgiveness exemplifies the Golden Rule, that 
(paraphrasing Lincoln) it is time to heal the 
wounds left by the war. 
On the other side are arguments that a 
blanket amnesty would be historically wrong, 
that it would destroy military discipline, that 
it would be unfair to those who served in all 
our country's wars, and especially unfair to 
those taken prisoner, wounded or killed in 
their country's service. 
Amnesty proponents point to examples 
from the past. President George Washington, 
for example, pardoned participants in the 
1794 Whisky Rebellion During and following 
the Civil War there were a number of 
amnesty proclamations, chiefly for Confed­ 
erates following the Union victory, and in 1865 
all Union deserters were pardoned on the 
condition they return to their posts within 60 
days and serve out their enlistments. 
Violators of WTorld War I draft laws were 
pardoned—but not until 1933 in the first term 
of President Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
Following World War II a board of review 
studied 15.000 convictions for draft evasion 
and. 2,523 of those convicted were granted 
presidential pardons. 
These examples do not, we think, form a 
persuasive precedent for the blanket amnes­ 
ty urged now . 
And there are many who feel, as we do, that

It is a fight 
he must make, yet it has had 
a drastic effect upon his per­ 
sonality, and in fact his per­ 
sonal and family life.

officials, always with time to' 
stop in State house halls to 
exchange ideas. Now he lowers 
his head as he rapidly walks, 
with only muttered, greetings. 
His news conferences lack the

event or political activity. 


At each news conference, he 
faces a courteous, respectful, 
yet 
cynical, 
skeptical 
and 
aggressive press corps. Always

specter of the “ .Master Plan ’’ 
arose. 
New disclosures including a
